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INTRODUCTION

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee, 


G-entlemen, 


I have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Annual  Report  for  1957 • 

There  was  a slight  increase  in  the  population  as  estimated  by 
the  Registrar  G-eneral:  in  the  number  of  houses  occupied,  and  in  the 
niimber  of  births.  There  was  also  a sharp  rise  in  the  number  of  deaths, 
particularly  related  to  cardio  vascular  disease  in  aged  persons. 

Infant  Mortality  at  26,76  was  due  principally  to  deaths  from  congenital 
causes  in  the  first  twenty  eight  days  of  life.  It  is  to  be  noted  that 
the  deaths  from  cancer  still  average  about  30  annually.  Analysis  in  the 
Appendix  reveals  the  stomach  and  lungs  to  be  principal  sites.  Early 
advice  sought  from  the  family  Physician  might  reduce  the  number  of  deaths 
from  cancer  in  these  organs.  There  is  also  a considerable  number  of 
deaths  in  middle  aged  men  from  cardio  vascular  disease,  and  further 
clinical  and  social  research  is  a natter  of  urgency.  There  were  no 
maternal  deaths,  and  I am  pleased  to  record  no  death  from  Tuberculosis 
this  year. 


The  Mother  & Child  Health  Centre  in  Myrtle  Park  had  a busy 
year.  The  south  wing  is  adapted  for  use  by  the  Old  Age  Persons  Welfare 
Association,  The  building  contributes  much  to  the  happiness  and  welfare 
of  both  young  and  old  in  Bingley,  It  is  hoped  that  further  adaptations 
will  soon  be  undertaken  to  improve  the  facilities  in  the  Clinic  premises. 

The  fundamental  work  in  Public  Health  is  the  unspectacular  day 
to  day  service  rendered  in  the  home  by  Public  Health  Inspectors,  Health 
Visitors,  Midwives,  District  Nurses  and  Home  Helps,  The  voluntary 
co-operation  of  these  Officers  without  formality  or  exhortation  promotes 
a team  spirit  which  is  a pleasant  aspect  of  Public  Health  work  in  Bingley, 

Close  co-operation  is  effected  vfith  G-eneral  Medical 
Practitioners,  Hospital  and  Public  Health  staffs.  The  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  is  a member  of  the  Hospital  Management  Committee  and  of  the 
House  Committee  for  Bingley  Hospital,  and  is  enabled  thereby  to  cement 
administrative  relations  between  Preventive  and  Curative  Services, 
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Your  Chairman  has  taken  an  active  personal  interest  in  the 
work  throughout  the  year,  and  I an  indebted  to  him,  to  members  of  the 
Health  Committee,  the  Clerk  of  the  Councdl  and  my  fellow  Officials  for 
their  continued  courtesy  and  help.

Bingley  is  tuilt  in  the  ValD.ey  of  the  River  Aire,  The  Tovm 
itself  is  built  on  boulder  clay,  although  the  common  stratum  is  millstone 
grit.  The  valley  itself  is  industrial,  but  the  uplands  are 
agricultural  and  moorland.  The  To^m  has  a busy  industrial  centre,  wool 
being  the  staple  industry,  although  joinery  vrorks,  tanning,  engineering 
and  ocher  manufactures  contribute  to  local  employraent.

The  population  shows  the  features  of  Vv'est  Riding  woollen  towns 
influenced,  however,  by  the  residential  character  of  the  District, 

The  numerical  predominance  of  women  and  the  high  percentage  of  women

Since  the  second  world  war  the  total  population  of  Bingley 
has  remained  steady,  small  natural  increments  being  balanced  by 
emigration.  The  significant  trend  xs  ageing  o:^  the  population  with 
marked  diminution  in  the  number  of  (a)  pre-school  children,  (b)  school 
children,  (c)  child  beai*ing  women,  and  an  increase  in  the  age  group 
over  63  which  exceeds  the  national  figures.

The  p ost-war  bulge  in  the  Birth  Rate  is  now  smoothed  out, 
and  future  improvements  in  mortality  rate  of  young  age  groups  are 
unlikely  to  affect  populational  statistics. 

Unemployment  was  mostly  of  a temporary  character  and  figures 
remain  low. 


GENERAL  PUBLIC  HEALTH  SERVICE  FOR  THE  iiBEA 

The  general  principle  underlining  all  the  work  of  the 
Department  is  to  present  the  public  with  the  functional  unity  of  Health 
Service  amenities.  \'le  thereby  aim  to  overcome  the  inherent  weakness 
of  the  Act,  i.e,  the  division  of  the  Service  into  three  parts  with 
consequent  split  between  Preventive  and  Curative  Medicine, 

The  G-eneral  Medical  Practitioners  in  the  Division  have 
shown  more  than  a tacit  recognition  of  the  difficulties,  and  their 
co-operation  with  Health  Visitors,  Midwives  and  District  Nurses  is  of 
first  rate  public  importance.  It  is  furthermore  gratifying  to  medical 
and  nursing  staff  of  Hospitals  and  Local  Health  Authorities  to  meet 
with  positive  co-operation. 


HOSPITiiL  LIAISON 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  a full  member  of  the 
Bingley,  Keighley,  Skipton  & Settle  Group,  and  a co-opted  member  of  a 
Sub-committee  of  Bradford  'A*  which  administers  Shipley  Maternity  Home 
and  Salts  Hospital, 

Contact  is  established  in  the  first  instance  by  the  Health 
Visitor  (a)  through  medical  or  nursing  staff  of  Hospitals, 

(b)  through  ^.Imoners, 

vo)  less  frequently  through  Specialist  Departments,  and 
(d)  indirectly  through  the  General  Practitioners, 

This  applies  to  all  the  General  and  Special  Hospitals  of  the  Bradford 
and  Keighley  areas. 


HOSPITiiL  SERVICES 

(a)  Maternity  cases  other  than  domiciliary  work  were  admitted 
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tc  the  Maternity  Home,  Shipley,  Keighley  St.  John's,  Bradford  St. 

Luke’s  and  Gawder  G-hyll  Maternity  Home,  Skipton.  Ahnormal  oases 
are  either  oared  for  at  Bradford  St.  Luke’s  or  Keighley  Victoria. 

Bods  are  u"-ually  available  for  expectant  mothers  v;ho  wish 
a o a ommoda ti on,  but  not  all  can  be  found  accommodation  in  the  Home 
or  Hospital  of  their  choice.  A very  satisfactory  service  exists, 
however,  ard  we  enjoy  full  co-operation  of  the  Medical  Officers  of 
Health  of  Keighley  and  Slcipton,  also  the  staff  of  Hospitals  and  Homes. 

(b)  ^f.ifeotious  disease  cases  are  either  sent  by  the  Medical 
Practitioner  dax’ect  or  through  the  offices  of  the  Health  Department  to 
Leeds  Road,  Bradford  or  Morton  Banks,  Keighley.  ¥e  are  indebted  to 
Drs,  Beech  and  Barker  also  matrons  and  staff  of  these  Hospitals  for 
their  co-operation. 

(c)  Chronic  sick  are  admitted  variously  to  Railcesvrood,  Keighley 
St.  John’s,  Thornton  View,  Calverley  or  Stoney  Ridge  through  the 
H'^spital  Management  Conmiittee  of  Bradford  ’B’  or  the  Keighley,  Bingley 
3-roup  Hospitcil  Management  Committee. 

(d)  Infirm  aged  v/ere  accommodated  in  Part  III  (County  Welfare 
Homes)  at  Thornton  View,  Clayton,  The  Shroggs,  Steeton  and  Hillworth 
Lodge,  Keighley,  k close  link  is  maintained  with  the  Welfare  Officers 
who  carry  out  this  work, 

(e)  Cases  of  mental  and  nervous  disorder  are  admitted  either  to 
Mens ton  or  Soalebor  Park. 

Tire  service  of  Health  Visitors  is  increasing  rapidly  in 
relation  to  arrangements  for  priority  adiiiission  to  Hospital  of 
elderly  patients.  This  applies  more  so  to  After  Care,  There  is 
most  gratifying  progress  in  co-operation  between  the  illmoners  and 
Health  Visitors, 


SHIPLEY  MATERNITY  HOME 

Twenty  beds  for  patients  before  and  after  confinement. 
Admissions  are  arranged  by  Matron  who  can  consult  the  family  Doctor, 
Health  Department  or  Specialist  as  the  case  may  be.  Discharges  are 
notified  to  the  Health  Department,  and  in  the  normal  course  of  events 
Domiciliary  Midv^ives  visit  the  mother  and  child  until  the  twenty- 
eighth  day. 


NURSING-  HOMES 

There  are  3 private  Nursing  Homes  v/ithin  the  Bingley  Urban 
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District  as  follows

Each  is  subject  to  inspection  on  behalf  of  the  licensing 
authority  by  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer* 

HEi^LTIi  CEIITEES 

Oeneral  provisions  at  the  Clinics  include  the  services 
of  Doctors,  Nurses,  Special  Services  (e.g.  Speech,  Light  and 
Physiotherapy) ; the  supply  of  infant  foods  and  such  vaccines  as  are 
necessary.  Simple  medicaments  are  available  for  School  and  Minor 
Ailments  Clinics.  Details  of  the  actual  Clinics  are  enumerated 
below.

There  is 
ample  acccir.aodation,  and  a separate  room  for  Doctor  and  Health  Visitor 
cc^nso  Italic  ns.  The  old  village  of  Cottingley  and  new  estate  residents 

are  thereby  saved  the  inconvenience  of  journeying  with  prams  into  the 
BingD.ey  centre. 


BIN&LEY  HOSPITi'Jj. 

Bingley  Hospital  has  68  beds  for  general  medical, 
surgical  and  other  cases.  The  Hospital  is  administered  by  the 
Bingley,  Keighley,  Skipton  & Settle  Hospital  Management  Committee 
throng  a House  Committee,  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  a 
member  of  this  Committee, 

Nursing  staff  under  Matron  are  a Sister  and  approximately 
25  Nurses,  and  additionally  there  are  Ward  Orderlies  and  Nursing 
Trainees,

DAY  MJRSERIES 


The  Day  Nursery  at  Park  Street,  Saltaire  offers 
accommodation  for  50  children.  The  following  categories  of  child 
are  admitted 

(a)  The  young  f'hild  whose  mother  is  ill  or  having  a 
baty. 

(b)  The  illegitimate  ctJJ.d  whose  mother  is  seeking 
?;ork. 

(0)  The  young  child  of  the  widow  'who  must  educate  and 
support  her  family  unassisted  and  also  the  young 
child  of  the  mother  whose  husband  is  ill. 

Children  in  the  above  categories  are  only  admitted 

(1)  if  the  mother  is  not  working,  except  where  she 
is  the  principal  support  of  the  family, 

(ii)  where  the  father  is  deprived  of  the  services  of  his 
wife  by  reasons  of  death,  divorce  or  separation 
and  has  no  housekeeper. 


DOMICILmY  SERVICES 

CARE  OP  THE  ACED 

The  age  of  the  population  renders  this  an  increasing 
proportion  of  the  total  Sooio  Medical  Services,  iilmost  all 
MerJ.oal  Practitioners  are  affected  e.g.  Medical  Consultants  now 
specialise  in  Geriatrics,  and  the  volume  of  labour  and  type  of  work 
done  by  the  General  Pz’actitioner  on  behalf  of  the  aged,  sick  and 
infirm  alters  yearly,  A new  science  of  medicine  is  developing 
research  related  to  the  diseases  of  middle  age,  and  the  consequent 
infirmities  effected  by  organic  change  in  older  people.  This 
applies  in  both  physical  medicine  and  in  the  field  of  Mental  Health, 
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A:i  army  of  officers  spend  an  appreciable  part  of  their  lives  in 
unremitting  service  on  behalf  of  the  aged;  some  in  the  field  - 
others  on  specialist  problems  related  to  Housing,  Hospitals, 
Convalescent  Homes  and  other  needs » 

Hospital  accommodation  is  afforded  the  aged  sick  at 
St,  John’s  Hospital,  Keighley,  Raikeswood,  and  sometimes  Clayton, 
Bradford.  Accommodation  for  the  infirm  aged,  and  Hostel 
accommodation,  is  provided  at  - 

"The  Shroggs",  Steeton  - 16  places  for 
women, 

HUlworth  Lodge,  Keighley  - accommodation 
for  200  m*en  and  women,  and 

Morton  Banlcs,  Riddlosden  - accommodation 
for  20  men. 


Other  accommodation  is  sometimes  available  further  afield,  e.g. 
in  small  County  Homes  at  Wetherby  and  Rarfield  Hall, 

The  Bingley  Old  Age  Persons  Welfare  Association  had  a 
considerable  niomber  of  meetings  and  social  functions  throughout 
the  year.  They  have  contributed  in  a large  measure  to 
increasing  the  interests  and  social  activities  of  elderly  people 
of  Bingley,  In  this  they  have  been  ably  assisted  by  a very 
large  n'jmber  of  voluntary  workers  and  associations, 

HOME  NURSIN&  SERVICE 

Each  District  Nurse  holds  the  S.R.N,  qualification,  and 
additionally  has  Queens  training.  The  Nurse  is  mobiloj,  using  her  own  or 
a County  Council  Car,  Refi’csher  Courses  are  arranged  for  each 
member  of  the  Nursing  staff  periodically.  This,  apart  from  private 
study,  keeps  the  Nurse  up  to  date  in  knowledge  and  practice.  On  the 
district  it  is  usual  for  Niurse  to  be  called  in  the  first  instance  by 
the  G-eneral  Practitioner,  and  in  co-operation  vd.th  him  she  is  the  first 
line  of  domiciliary  relief  of  infirmity  and  sickness.  She  has, 
however,  important  additional  responsibilities  and  an  ideal  opportuni-ty 
of  implanting  health  education  in  each  household  she  visits. 

The  District  Nurse  works  in  close  relationship  to  the  Midwife, 
the  Health  Visitor  and  health  workers  such  as  Home  Helps,  In  this 
Division  she  undertakes  no  Midwifery,  which  speciality  is  reserved  for 
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the  full-time  Midwife.  The  advantage  accniing  is  that  she  can 
concentrate  on  the  broad  field  c-f  her  own  subject,  and  specialise  in  the 
acutely  a.ad  chronically  ill  patient  w'ithout  interruption  from  the 
harassing  uncertainties  of  child  birth. 

The  character  of  the  work  of  the  District  Nurse  has  changed  in 
recent  years.  The  retention  of  elderly  patients  at  home  has  made  the 
nature  of  her  duty  much  heavier  and  reduced  the  total  number  of  visits. 
Bed  nursing,  lifting  and  laying  of  the  patient,  attention  to  bed  sores, 
the  increasing  number  of  elderly  persons  and  the  relatively’-  low  number 
of  acute  cases  in  the  home  (partly  due  to  the  effect  of  anti-biotics) 
means  that  the  District  Nurse  spends  much  more  time  on  each  visit.  As 
in  so  many  other  branches  of  Public  Health  work  the  number  of  visits  is 
a poor  guide  to  the  amount  and  quality  of  work  done. 

Much  assistance  was  derived  from  the  help  of  supervisory  staff 
ac  Coiinty  Hall,  and  Nurses  maintain  close  relationship  with  the  Health 
Department .

HEALTH  EDUCATION  PROPACt/JTDA 

Thr«,ugh  the  West  Riding  County  Council  facilities  pro-vided  by 
the  Central  Cotincil  for  Health  Education  were  utilised.  Propaganda 
nuterial  included  posters  exhibited  on  hoardings,  leaflets  distributed 
in  Clinics  and  public  works,  Lectures  given  by  Medical  Officers,  Public 
Health  Inspectors  and  other  Heal'th  Officers  to  the  general  public. 
Associations  and  Cltibs,  Smoke  Abatement,  Smoking,  Cancer,  Social 
Diseases,  Vaccination  and  Immionisation  form  suitable  subjects  for 
selected  audiences. 

It  is  often  forgotten  that  Health  Education  applies  to  the 
teacher  as  vrell  as  the  pupil:  to  the  Doctor  and  Nurse  as  well  as  to  the 
Councillor  and  member  of  the  general  public.  In  this  respect  the  Central

Council  provides  a range  of  interests  and  facilities,  including  Study- 
Courses,  little  considered  and  all  too  seldom  appreciated.  Health 
Education  should  be  deliberate,  purposeful  and  planned  as  the  special 
subject,  not  left  as  a casual  side  effect.  It  is  best  effected  by- 
methods  of  personal  persuasion  by  a competent  professional  person 
speaking  -with  authority  and  commanding  the  respect  of  the  mother,  the 
family  or  group  as  the  case  may  be.  The  home,  moreover,  is  the  primary 
school  of  successful  health  teaching. 


HOSPIT/JLS 

The  link  bet-ween  the  After  Care  Services  and  Hospitals  functions 
through  the  Senior  Health  Visitor  and  Nursing  Staff,  usually  by  means  of 
telephone.  Indeed  contacts  bet-ween  Health  Visitors  and  Almoners  are  now 
a matter  of  daily  routine  occurrence,  and  this  applies  to  all  local 
Hospitals  of  the  District,  Notifica-ti ons  of  admission  and  discharge 
•work  much  more  smoothly  than  in  pre-vious  years,  and  with  higher 
efficiercy. 

For  persons  discharged  from  hospital,  District  Nurses  provide 
fran  stock  minor  equipment  such  as  bed  pans,  rubber  sheets,  air  rings; 
and  larger  items,  e,g,  mattresses  and  invalid  chairs,  are  supplied  from 
divisional  s-'cccks.  Extra  milk  on  the  ad-vice  of  the  Chest  Physician  is 
supplied  to  the  Tuberculous,  and  such  matters  as  provision  of  Home  Helps, 
District  Nurses,  attention  to  housing  needs,  reference  to  National 
Assistance  Board,  YiTelfare  Officers  and  help  frem  Charities  such  as  the 
Salts  Trust,  are  all  matters  within  the  province  of  After  Care, 


RECUPERATIVE  HOME  TREATMENT 

There  are  five  Recuperative  Homes  for  mothers  and  children  in 
need  of  rest  and  a change  of  air  who  cannot  leave  their  young  children 
behind.  One  mother  and  one  child  v/ere  admitted  daring  1957» 

Eight  Homes  are  a'/ailable  for  the  school  and  pre-school  child 
and  57  children  were  admitted  during  195 7 » 

There  are  15  Recuperative  Homes  for  adiilts.  Twelve  cases 
were  admi.tted  during  the  year. 


HOME  HELP  SmiJCE 

During  1957  "the  demand  for  the  Ser-vice  of  Home  Helps  stea-iily 
increased.  Recruitment  of  suitable  wonen  against  the  conpetitive  claims 
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tf  Ir.Iur-try  prcv^d  a problem,  Fe  v/ere,  however,  able  to  offer  fairly 
rogvilar  enployment  v/hich  facilitates  recruitment. 

The  greatest  need  occurred  in  relation  to  the  aged,  especially 
v'here  near  relatives  were  employed  and  unable  to  care  for  the  old  people. 

The  Service  is  much  appreciated  and  to  some  extent  lessens 
adnissions  to  expensive  residential  accommodation.  Limitations  are  that 
it  is  usually  restricted  to  a five-day  week  and  day  working  hoiirs.  It 
is  laiown  that  in  other  parts  of  the  country  schemes  have  been  developed 
for  night  attendance,  residential  help  for  persons  with  large  young 
families,  intensive  help  for  Problem  Families,  and  residential  help  for 
the  seriously  ill  on  a short  term  basis.  Sometimes  Home  Helps  may  be  of 
use  in  preparing  aged  persons  for  bed:  this  is  not  possible  under  our 
present  scheme.  Furthermore,  they  may  be  used  to  prevent  the  breaking 
up  of  families. 

One  Clerk  has  to  devote  the  whole  of  her  time  to  this  Service, 
receiving  assistance  from  other  office  staff.  The  post  should  be 
recognised  as  one  for  a Home  Help  Organiser,  and  the  person  concerned 
should  be  mobile.  Through  Doctors,  Nurses  and  relatives  continuous 
app.i.i cat; ions  are  received,  and  where  possible  domestic  problenjs  solved 
as  early  as  possible,  and  indeed  on  the  spot  in  nany  cases.  It  is 
difficult  not  to  be  impressed  by  the  inevitable  increase  of  uemands  for 
this  Ser'^/ice  which  the  present  Comty  organisation  does  not  adequately 
cover,  ibis  partly  because  the  quota  is  insufficient,  too  little 
discretion  being  left  to  the  Me(i,.cal  Officer  of  Health,

Arrangements  for  collection,  delivery,  examination  and  reports 
on  specimens  ' remain  unchanged. 

Samples  of  water,  milk  and  other  materials  for  bacteriological 
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analysis  were  submitted  throughout  the  year  to  the  Laboratory  of  the 
Medical  Research  Council,  Bradford,  Prompt  delivery  secures  early  reports 
and  delay  is  minimised  by  the  proximity  of  the  Laboratory,  and  preliminary 
telephone  repoi-ts  from  the  Bacteriologist,  This  reduces  the  length  of 
exclusion  from  school,  nursery  and  work,  provides  early  diagnosis  and 
permits  prompt  preventive  action  in  cases  of  infectious  disease. 

Vie  are  indebted  to  Dr,  Smith  and  staff  for  their  assistance, 
co\irtesy,  advice  and  help  throughout  the  year.

The  outstanding  features  of  the  year  were  the  ret\irn  of 
Measles  as  expected  in  the  Spring  and  prevalence  during  Autumn, 
especially  among  school  children,  of  Asiatic  Influenza, 

MEiiSLES  preva,lent  in  the  first  half  of  the  year  caused  225 
oases  to  be  notified.  Only  1 case  was  hov/ever  admitted  to  Hospital, 
and  there  were  no  deaths  from  this  cause, 

WHOOPING-  COUGH,  like  Measles,  occurred  seasonally,  and  27 
oases  were  notified,  2 of  whom  were  admitted  to  Hospital,  No  death 
arose  out  of  any  case  of  Vi/ho oping  Cough, 

One  fatal  case  of  POLIOr.riELITIS  occurred  and  one  of 
INFECTIOUS  ENCEPH/iLITIS  was  admitted  to  Hospital, 

DYSENTERY  and  the  Pood  Poisoning  group  of  organisms  did  not 
cause  any  illness  in  Bingley  through  the  year, 

A highly  infectious  virus  ‘A'  type  i^SLlTIC  INPLUErJZA 
affected  the  oomrauniiy  from  October  onwards.  This  outbreak 
originated  in  the  Par  East  and  assumed  the  character  of  a three-day 
fever,  mild  in  symptoms  and  complications,  but  extremely  infectious. 
Indeed  at  the  maximum  peak  nearly  50%  of  school  population  was  absent. 
Other  members  of  the  household  e,g,  infants,  parents  and  elderly 
relatives  tended  to  suffer  where  there  were  school  children,  and 
throughout  the  epidemic  adults  were  more  resistant  than  children. 
Whether  there  is  an  immunological  basis  for  this  is  doubtful.  On  the 
basis  of  experience  in  other  countries  a secondary  wave  was  expected 
in  Winter,  but  fortunately  did  not  materialise.  At  meetings  between 
G-eneral  Medical  Practitioners  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
detailed  arrangements  v/ere  made  to  meet  the  threat  during  the  height 
of  Winter,  They  may  provide  material  suitable  for  application  should 
we  suffer  from  a similar  future  eventuality,  Iiiiraunisation  against 
’ * Asiatic  infection  was  offered  medical  and  nursing  staff 
subject  to  a high  risk, 

SCABIES  and  VERMINOUS  INFESTATION.  The  Co-operation  of 
parents  is  sought  and  the  School  Nurse  and  Health  Visitor  provide 
the  appropriate  medicaments.  Facilities  for  cleansing  children  and 
young  persons  are  available  at  Clinics.  On  the  rare  occasion  when  an 
adult  is  infested,  Bradford  City  Disinfestation  Centre  is  used.  The 
present  public  need  does  not,  in  my  opinion,  justify  special  provisions 
YD-thin  the  Division, 
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TUBERCULOSIS.  A notable  reduction  in  the  number  of  oases 
of  Pulmonary  Tuberciolosis  in  youth  and  its  continued  prevalence  in 
older  age  groups  is  apparent  on  looking  at  the  annual  returns.  For 
example  only  one  Pulmonary  case  under  23  years  of  age  was  notified, 
and  7 of  the  total  of  11  new  oases  in  males  were  over  4-5 • It  is 
important,  therefore,  to  bear  in  mind  in  future  prevention  the 
importance  of  this  shifting  age  group  and  their  surveillance  by 
Mass  Radiography.  The  elderly  male  patient  is  often  unaware  of 
what  may  be  called  Chronic  Bronchitis  and  of  the  risk  incurred  by 
younger  relatives  and  contacts  should  the  underlying  condition  be 
Tuberculosis.  Modem  methods  of  diagnosis  and  treatment  are 
readily  available  to  help  the  patient  and  reduce  the  spread  of  the 
disease. 


IMMUMSATION 

From  the  tables  given  overleaf  it  is  evident  that  active 
immianisation  against  infectious  disease  is  becoming  a more 
considerable  part  of  the  Health  Department's  duties.  This  trend 
is  likely  to  continue.  We  are  now  familiar  with  reinforcing 
injections  to  raise  immuni-ty  against  Diphtheria,  and  this  is 
likely  to  be  applied  in  Poliomyelitis. 

There  is  still  public  apathy  in  relation  to  Smallpox  and 
need  for  an  active  realisation  of  tne  ever  present  menace  of  infection 
from  abroad. 


B.C.G-. 


B.C.G-,  vaccination  is  progressing  satisfactorily  and 
contributing  substantially  to  the  conquest  of  Tuberculosis. 

Parents  of  13  year  old  children  who  attend  Secondary  Schools 
are  offered  B.C.G-.  vaccination  for  their  children.  The  Mantoux  test  is 
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first  applied  to  determine  whether  the  child  has  already  acquired 
resistance  against  Tuberculosis,  T.Tiere  such  resistance  is  absent  B.C.G, 
is  administered,  455  children  had  Mantoux  tests,  and  of  these  3^0  were 
vaccinated.  Subsequent  tests  to  ascertain  the  degree  of  immunity 
developed  are  made  in  the  succeeding  year. 

In  addition  to  the  13  year  old  group,  the  Chest  Physician  and 
his  staff  offer  B,C,G,  immunisation  to  contacts  of  known  cases  of 
Tuberculosis.  These  numbered  97.

INSPECTOR 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council. 

Mr,  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

Recent  annual  reports  have  been  melancholy  chronicles  of  staff 
shortages  and  staff  changes.  This  trend  was  halted  in  1957  when,  although 
the  Department  was  short  of  one  qualified  inspector,  the  vacancy  was  filled 
by  the  trainee  who  had  reached  his  final  year  as  such,  A junior  female 
clerk  was  appointed  to  perform  the  clerical  work  previously  done  by  the 
trainee. 


This  arrangement  was  satisfactory  and  it  was  possible  to  catch  up 
with  some  work  that  was  falling  into  arrears. 

More  attention  was  given  to  atmospheric  pollution  and  it  is  grati- 
fying to  record  a much  better  spirit  of  co-operation  on  the  part  of  owners  of 
boiler  plants. 

Although  no  clearance  orders  were  made  during  the  year,  considerable 
attention  was  given  to  individual  unfit  houses  and  a survey  of  all  sub- 
standard houses  in  Wilsden  and  Cullingworth  was  completed. 

Steady  progress  was  made  in  regard  to  food  hygiene  matters,  and  a 
large  amount  of  time  was  devoted  to  the  problem  of  brucellosis  in  relation 
to  milk. 


The  continued  restriction  on  waste  paper  sales  was  disappointing 
and  has  tended  to  make  some  householders  think  that  segregation  of  waste 
paper  is  not  now  necessary.  The  purchase  of  a Fore  and  Aft  Refuse  Vehicle 
will  considerably  help  in  the  collection  of  an  ever  increasing  nvimber  of 
dustbins,  24,000  more  bins  were  emptied  in  1957  than  in  1956, 

Details  of  the  woik  carried  out  in  the  various  branches  of  the 
Health  Inspector's  Department  are  appended,

The  number  of  premises  registered  under  Section  16  of  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  1955  is  237.  The  general  conditions  of  these  premises  is 
satisfactory,  98  inspections  were  made  of  registered  premises  and  95 
inspections  of  other  food  premises.  The  chief  educational  activity  was 
concerned  with  instruction  to  food  handlers  during  visits  of  inspection  and 
occasional  lectures. 

Condemned  food  is  generally  disposed  of  by  means  of  burial  or,  in 
certain  cases,  as  pig  food. 

Virtually  the  whole  of  the  ice  cream  sold  in  the  area  is  pre-packed 
and  are  products  of  the  various  large  manufacturers. 

The  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  1955  are  being  enforced  by  means  of 
systematic  inspection  of  all  food  premises  and  it  will  be  some  time  before 
this  work  is  complete.  At  these  inspections  strict  compliance  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Regulations  is  insisted  on. 

Milk  Supply,  During  the  year  Bingley  became  a 'special  area'  where  only 
the  designated  milks  may  be  sold.  The  designated  milks  are:-

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293  samples  of  milk  were  obtained  during  the  year  and  submitted  to 
the  Public  Health  laboratory.  Of  these  66  were  submitted  to  the  Methylene 
Blue  Test  and  all  satisfied  this  test  except  one.  Samples  from  producers 
who  v/ere  not  ”T.T.”  were  submitted  to  the  biological  test  and  all  satisfied 
this  test.  The  special  work  initiated  in  1955  for  the  detection  of  milk 
carrying  Brucella  Abortus  was  continued  during  the  year.  226  samples  were 
submitted  to  the  Ring  and  or  Culture  Test  and  60  were  positive. 

This  special  work  was  commenced  in  the  hope  that  it  might  prevent 
cases  of  undulant  fever  amongst  people  consuming  raw  milk.  Two  things 
became  clear  during  the  year.  One  was  that  the  elimination  of  cows  secret- 
ing milk  infected  with  Brucella  Abortus  will  have  to  be  carried  out  on  a 
national  basis  to  achieve  satisfactory  results.  Only  too  often  does  it 
happen  that  the  producer  having  been  given  notice  to  cease  selling  milk  from 
infected  cows  in  its  raw  state,  goes  to  a market  for  replacements  only  to 
find  that  his  new  purchases  are  also  infected.  The  other  matter  discovered 
was  that  it  is  inadvisable  to  rely  on  a positive  ring  test  alone  when  insti- 
tuting legal  action  to  prohibit  a milk  supply.  There  should  be  positive 
culture  tests  in  addition. 


The  number  of  licensed  retail  dealers  in  milk  is  declining  and  now 
stands  at  38.  There  were  148  inspections  of  milk  dealers’  premises. 


Meat  Supply.  There  is  one  licensed  slaughterhouse  in  the  area  and  this 
was  in  constant  use.  It  is  of  good  construction.  The  grading  and 
certification  of  pigs  on  behalf  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Pood  was  discontinued  during  the  year.

EWIRONMENTAL  HYGIENE 


Public  Cleansing.  This  section  of  the  Health  Department's  work  covers  the 
collection  of  house  refuse,  its  disposal,  street  cleansing  ojid  gulley  emptying. 

After  many  years  of  acute  labour  shortage,  the  position  improved 
during  the  year.  There  were  fewer  changes  in  staff  and  it  became  possible 
to  fill  what  vacancies  there  were.  The  most  important  development  during  the 
year  was  the  purchase  of  an  18  cubic  yard  capacity  "fore  and  aft"  tipper  and 
this  vehicle  with  its  additional  carrying  space  and  comparatively  low  loading 
line  gave  complete  satisfaction.  Two  modem  trailers  were  purchased  for  use 
in  collection  of  waste  paper  and  cardboard.  Payment  of  incentive  bonus  for 
emptying  of  dustbins  and  collection  of  salvage  continued  although  the 
temporary  restriction  on  the  sale  of  waste  paper  to  the  board  mills  inter- 
fered with  the  ai]eB  of  waste  paper  and  cardboard.  The  total  income  from 
salvage  during  the  year  ending  March  31st,  1958  was  as  follows:-

The  total  number  of  bins  emptied  during  the  year  was  421,712  - an 
increase  of  23,939  over  the  previous  year. 

Refuse  was  disposed  of  at  Dowley  Gap  on  land  owned  by  the  Council, 
Refuse  is  being  used  to  construct  a large  lagoon  for  reception  of  sewage 
sludge.  This  involves  the  construction  of  an  embankment  356  yards  long, 
having  a total  capacity  of  64,000  cubic  yards.  The  work  will  be  completed 
in  1959  after  which  it  is  proposed  to  reclaim  low  lying  land  near  the  River 
Aire,  also  situate  at  Dowley  Gap, 

The  net  cost  of  refuse  collection  and  disposal  for  the  year  ending 
March  31st,  1957  per  1,000  premises  was  £1,626,  The  average  for  other  urban 
districts  was  £1,811,  The  total  staff  employed  on  refuse  collection  and 
disposal  was  19  men  as  against  21  in  1939.  Since  then  the  number  of  bins  to 
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be  emptied  each  week  has  increased  by  3,492.  Hours  have  been  reduced  from 
48  per  week  to  44  and  holidays  increased  to  12  days  per  annum  as  against  6, 

Street  cleansing  is  carried  out  by  a Karrier  Yorkshire  Mechanical 
Sweeper,  purchased  in  1955,  and  four  street  orderlies.  The  length  of  roads 
and  streets  to  be  cleansed  is  57 f 118  miles.  The  trunk  road  is  cleansed 
daily,  together  with  the  shopping  centre.  Village  centres  are  cleansed 
twice  weekly.  The  Department  is  responsible  for  checking  weed  growth  in 
channels  and  on  paved  footpaths,  and  extensive  use  was  made  of  Sodiiim 
Clilorite,  mechanically  applied  in  the  Spring.  As  is  usual  in  a wet  Summer, 
however,  many  weeds  re-appeared  by  autumn  and  these  were  principally  moved 
by  hand  labour.  The  net  cost  of  street  cleansing  per  mile  for  the  year 
ending  March  31st,  1957  was  £65  against  an  average  for  the  urban  districts 
of  £132.  The  mechanical  sweeper  swept  2,595  miles  during  the  year.  The 
mileage  per  set  of  brushes  was  88  (an  increase  of  5 miles  per  set  over  the 
previous  year).  The  nmber  of  loads  picked  up  was  680. 

A scheme  whereby  additional  litter  bins  would  have  been  provided 
on  the  trunk  road  at  the  cost  of  a firm  of  advertising  agents  who  would 
also  have  paid  a yearly  rental  had  to  be  dropped  because  the  Council  was 
unable  to  obtain  planning  permission  for  bins  carrying  advertisements. 

This  seems  an  illogical  position  becaiise  large  numbers  of  litter  bins  bear- 
ing advertisements  are  sited  on  the  same  trunk  road  where  it  lies  within 
the  boundaries  of  nearby  County  Boroughs, 

Street  gulley  emptying  is  carried  out  by  a Karrier  Yorkshire 
Machine  purchased  in  1948  and  now  needing  replacement.  The  nimber  of  gull- 
ies to  be  cleanBedis  4,319,  while  the  total  cleansings  amounted  to  16,575, 
giving  an  average  annual  frequency  of  3»8,  as  against  3*5  times  for  the 
previous  year.  The  total  nimber  of  cesspools  emptied  during  the  year  by 
the  same  machine  was  57. 

Public  Conveniences.  The  district  is  well  provided  with  public  conven- 
iences apart  from  the  villages  of  Eldwick  and  Gilstead,  There  is  however 
a serious  lack  of  conveniences  on  some  of  the  recreation  greunds  and  this 
is  a problem  that  needs  early  attention.  The  total  number  of  conveniences 
at  present  is

Only  one  set  of  conveniences  is  equipped  with  hand  washing  facilit- 
ies and  even  here  it  merely  consists  of  running  water  over  lavatory  basins. 
Soap,  towels  and  toilet  rolls  cannot  be  provided  because  of  the  sheer  wanton 
damage  that  goes  on  imchecked  week  by  week.  In  one  case  a convenience  was 
wrecked,  while  damage  to  waterpipes,  cisterns,  light  fittings  and  windows

is  xmceasing. 

Conveniences  are  cleansed  each  morning  by  a part-time  attendant 
but  are  often  in  a filthy  condition  by  evening. 

Public  Mortuairy.  The  mortuary  is  of  modem  construction,  is  well  main- 
tained, and  was  provided  with  a.dditional  equipment  during  the  year.  The 
total  number  of  bodies  received  was  32, 

Control  of  Rodents  and  Pests.  During  the  year  ending  March  31st,  1958, 

188  notifications  of  rat  or  mice  infestations  were  received  and  investigated. 
The  total  number  of  inspections  made  in  connection  with  such  infestations 
were  685.  The  total  number  of  treatments  carried  out  was  260,  2 sewer 

treatments  were  given  during  the  year  and  136  sewer  manholes  were  abated. 

The  Rodent  Operative  also  acts  as  Disonfector  and  he  dealt  with  a 
number  of  insect  pests  including  Pleas,  Cockroaches,  Wasps,  Earwigs,  Plies, 
and  Wood  boring  insects.  The  latter  pest  seems  to  be  on  the  increase, 

18  premises  were  disinfected. 

During  the  year  the  steam  boiler  and  disinfector  was  closed  down, 
the  boiler  having  become  unsafe  to  use.  Owing  to  the  decline  in  the  need 
for  steam  disinfection,  arrangements  were  made  for  such  treatments  to  be 
carried  out  when  required  at  the  Bradford  Disinfecting  Station, 

Moveable  Dwellings.  There  are  four  principal  licensed  cajnping  sites  as 
follows:-

There  are  five  further  small  sites  for  one  or  two  caravans  each. 

In  addition  there  are  further  colonies  of  temporaiy  hutments  (not  moveable) 
at  Heights  Lane,  Sconce,  Paweather,  Weecher  and  Golcar.  The  majority  of 
the  huts  and  caravans  are  occupied  temporarily,  but  a small  number  are 
permanently  occupied  and  these  will  in  due  course  be  surveyed  in  accordance 
with  the  Council's  programme  dealing  with  sub-standard  houses. 

The  present  legislation  dealing  with  moveable  dwellings  and  camp- 
ing is  out  of  date.  There  is  dual  control  because  such  dwellings  are  part- 
ly controlled  by  planning  legislation  and  partly  by  public  health  legislation. 
This  legislation  was  effected  before  tlie  present  trend  of  residential  cara- 
vaiis  become  firmly  established.  There  axe  now  many  people  who  prefer  to 
live  in  a caravan  all  the  year  round.  It  seems  to  me  that  so  long  as  their

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caravans  are  equipped  with  all  necessary  amenities  and  that  they  are  sited 
so  as  to  satisfy  a sanitary  code  and  town  planning  requirements  they  should 
be  allowed  to  do  so.  Then  thei-e  is  the  class  of  people  whose  work  takes 
them  from  district  to  district  and  quite  naturally  prefer  some  form  of  home 
of  their  own  even  if  a moveable  one , Last  but  by  no  means  least  are  the 
gipsy  and  nomad  types.  No  legislation  will  ever  suppress  these  bom  wand- 
erers, It  seems  to  me  far  better  for  someone  - either  a private  person  or 
the  local  authority  - to  cater  for  such  itinerants  rather  than  spend  val- 
uable time  chasing  them  into  adjoining  districts.

Considering  the  scattered  nature  of  the  Bingley  district  the 
percentage  of  houses  without  water  closets  is  very  small  (about  2 per  cent,). 
Such  houses  are,  of  course,  beyond  the  reach  of  sewers  or  public  water 
supplies  and  the  owners  cannot  therefore  be  compelled  to  convert.  Grants 
of  £10  are  available  where  owners  voluntarily  convert  or  the  work  could  be 
done  as  part  of  a large  scheme  and  attract  improvement  grant. 

The  Airedale  Agricultural  Society  provided  an  extra  block  of  san- 
itary accommodation  at  Bingley  Show  to  a plan  prepared  in  the  Department, 

Clean  Air.  Much  more  time  was  devoted  to  this  subject  in  1957  and  557 
observations  were  made  of  chimneys  of  industrial  concerns  as  against  162 
during  the  previous  year.  Excessive  smoke  was  emitted  on  18  occasions  and 
the  reasons  for  these  emissions  were  carefully  considemd  by  the  Health 
Committee, 


There  are  two  stations  in  Bingley  for  the  measurement  of  atmos- 
pheric pollution  and  as  will  be  seen  from  the  sub-joined  table  the  annual 
deposit  per  square  mile  is  over  120  tons.  Over  the  whole  of  the  Council's 
area,  the  total  pollution  exceeds  2,000  tons  per  year.  The  cost  of  this 
pollution  in  the  terms  of  extra  washing  and  cleaning,  damage  to  paintwork, 
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plant  life,  and  ill  effects  on  health  can  only  be  guessed  at, 

A Building  Byelaw  came  into  operation  in  1957  which  requires  that 
only  appli.ances  capable  of  burning  smokeless  fuels  are  installed  in  new 
buildings.  It  is  anticipated  that  preliminary  steps  to  establish  the 
first  smokeless  zone  will  be  taken  in  1959.  Although  public  opinion  is 
now  much  better  informed  as  to  the  need  for  clean  air,  the  necessity  of 
sacrificing  the  domestic  open  coal  fire  in  order  to  achieve  this  ideal, 
will  go  hard  with  many  people,  and  the  relatively  high  cost  of  the  various 
smokeless  fuels  does  not  help  matters. 

The  following  are  the  details  of  the  measured  pollution  month  by 
month.  The  rainfall  is  given  in  millimetres,  the  insoluble  and  soluble 
deposits  in  rates  of  deposition  in  tons  per  square  mile.  The  Sulphur 
Dioxide  etc.,  in  air,  is  measured  by  the  mean  rate  of  sulphation  of  a 
standard  'lead  peroxide  candle'  exposed  in  approved  louvred  box.  The 
amoimts  are  expressed  as  'milligrams'  of  sulphur  trioxide  fixed  per  day  per 
100  square  centimetres  of  Batch  "A"  standard  lead  peroxide.

Water  Supply.  The  CoTincil  supplies  water  in  the  township  of  Bingley,  and 
the  villages  of  Cottingley,  Cullingworth  and  Wilsden,  The  Bradford  Corp- 
oration supplies  water  in  Sldwick,  Gilstead,  Crossflats  and  Harden,  The 
three  small  communities  at  Flappit,  Ryecroft  and  Low  Springs  rely  on  private 
supplies. 


Generally  speaking,  the  public  supplies  are  essentially  soft  and 
29  samples  were  taken  to  check  plumbo-solvent  tendencies.  All  of  these  were 
satisfactory,  98  samples  of  public  supplies  were  examined  and  none  of  these 
were  unsatisfactory,  53  samples  of  private  supplies  were  taken  and  of  these 
25  were  unsatisfactory. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage,  The  Sewage  Works,  reconstructed  in  1953,  are 
situate  at  Dow ley  Gap.  There  are  small  works  at  Harecrofts,  Flappit  and 

Hallas  Bridge.  A number  of  properties,  chiefly  at  Low  Springs  and  High 
Eldwick,  are  out  of  reach  of  sewers  as  are  the  majority  of  the  farms . Cess- 
pools and  septic  tanks  are  emptied  when  necessary  by  the  Council's  Gulley 
Emptier. 

Rivers  and  Streams.  Apart  from  some  minor  cases  of  pollution  which  were 
dealt  with  in  conjunction  with  the  River  Ouse  Catchment  Board,  the  chief 
source  of  trouble  was  the  Wilsden  Beck  which  continued  to  show  pollution  at 
intervals.  Various  forms  of  contamination  were  dealt  with. 

Industrial  Hygiene.  There  are  182  factories  on  the  register.  The  num- 
ber of  defects  discovered  was  28  and  these  chiefly  related  to  toilet  facilit- 
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ies.  There  were  35  outworkers  in  the  August  list.

HOUSING 


The  most  important  development  during  the  year  was  the  coming  into 
force  on  July  6th  of  the  Pient  Act,  1957.  Its  main  effects  were  to  free  from 
rent  control  houses  above  £30  rateable  value  and  to  allow  limited  increases 
in  the  rents  of  houses  still  under  rent  control.  Provision  was  made  to  en- 
sure that  when  rents  were  raised  the  house  was  put  in  proper  state  of  repair, 
the  Local  Authority  only  being  called  in  where  the  landlord  and  tenant  failed 
to  reach  agreement  on  the  defects  to  be  made  good. 

It  was  anticipated  that  there  would  be  a deluge  of  applications  for 
Certificates  of  Disrepair.  Actually  only  26  such  applications  were  received 
and  it  soon  became  clear  that  either  landlords  and  tenants  were  generally 
reaching  agreement,  or,  end  this  is  probably  the  reason  in  most  cases,  tenants 
were  paying  the  increases  and  saying  nothing  about  needed  repairs  because  "they 
did  not  want  any  trouble  with  the  landlord,” 

Be  this  as  it  may,  the  passing  of  the  Rent  Act  will  certainly  help 
in  regard  to  property  maintenance  and  tend  to  check  the  deterioration  which 
was  setting  in,  due  to  inability  to  meet  present  day  cost  of  repairs. 

The  question  of  making  a Clearance  Order  in  respect  of  some  148 
houses  and  other  premises  situate  to  the  West  of  Main  Street  was  given  detail- 
ed consideration  during  the  year  but  no  definite  decision  was  made. 

Meanwhile  there  was  considerable  activity  in  regard  to  individual

1328  inspections  of  dwellinghouses  were  made  and  272  houses  were 
rendered  fit  in  consequence  of  informal  action.  12  houses  were  made  fit  by 
owners  after  service  of  fonnal  notice  and  one  house  was  made  fit  in  default 
of  the  owier.

Under  the  scheme  of  improvement  grants  for  old  houses ,53  dwellings 
were  improved  and  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  more  owners  do  not  avail  them- 
selves of  this  excellent  arrangement,  whereby  houses  can  be  provided  with 
bath  and  internal  sanitation  and  other  amenities  with  the  aid  of  a fifty  per 
cent  grant. 


With  the  introduction  of  the  Rent  Act  and  the  possibility  of  event- 
ual decontrol  of  the  rents  of  all  houses  the  time  has  surely  arrived  when 
consideration  should  be  given  to  the  revision  of  the  present  standard  of  fit- 
ness under  the  Housing  Act,  There  are  about  2,500  houses  in  Bingley  without 
a bathroom  or  continuous  supply  of  hot  water.  Only  a small  proportion  of 
these  are  likely  to  be  demolished  under  Clearance  schemes.  Yet  there  is  not 
power  in  the  Housing  Acts  whereby  the  Council  can  insist  on  provision  of  int- 
ernal sanitation  - surely  an  elementary  requirement  of  modem  life.  It  is 
indeed  remarkable  that  in  an  age  which  has  brought  so  many  amenities  such  as 
increased  leisure,  ample  and  varied  foods,  television  and  so  on,  tnat  a large 
section  of  the  community  is  condemned  to  endure  the  rigours  of  the  shared 
toilet  at  the  street  end  and  the  makeshift  bath  in  the  kitchen,  I suggest 
that  the  present  standard  of  fitness  (which  is  lower  than  the  standard  of 
fitness  in  1919)  should  be  amended  to  include  the  provision  of 

1.  Efficient  and  adequate  means  of  hot  water  supply, 

2.  An  internal  or  readily  accessible  separate  W,C. 

3.  A fixed  bath  and  lavatoiy  basin  in  a separate  room, 

4.  Facilities  for  domestic  washing, 

5.  Supply  of  electricity  whenever  available. 

It  should  be  made  possible  to  modernise  all  houses  (not  likely  to  be 
included  in  Clearance  Areas)  on  these  lines  within  a reasonable  time.

The  above  figures  are  once  again  proof  that  the  clinic  provides 
a very  necessary  service  to  the  community  of  this  large  area. 

The  actual  number  of  ne?;  patients  seen  over  the  v/hole  year 
was  slightly  smaller  than  last  year  as  we  were  able  to  hold  three 
fev;er  clinic  sessions  than  in  previous  years,  as  the  clinic  was  closed 
for  extensive  decoration  during  December,  It  is  gratifying  to  note, 
however^  that  the  average  number  of  new  patients  attending  at  each 
session  has  maintained  its  high  level.  It  is  inevitable  that  the 


uvunber  of  patients  attending  from  the  Bradford  district  should  he 
larger  than  from  any  other  district,  ov/ing  to  its  larger  population 
and  it  would  seem  by  comparison,  that  the  percentage  is  much  the  same 
in  each  case.  We  are  glad  to  have  been  of  service  to  the  Doctors, 
Hospitals,  Marriage  G-uidance  Council,  and  Nursing  personnel  who  have 
guided  patients  to  us. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  total  number  of  attendances  over  the 
whole  year  has  again  increased  so  that  there  would  appear  to  be  no 
falling  off  of  patients  already  registered. 

The  postal  service  forms  a substantial  part  of  the  clinic 
work,  and  this  is  undoubtedly  a vital  service  from  a clinic  supplying 
a large  and  outlying  area. 

The  band  of  voluntary  helpers  has  continued  to  attend  on  a 
rota  system,  and  although  the  actual  number  of  helpers  has  decreased 
slightly,  the  system  of  work  has  continued.  We  have  been  fortiinate 
in  acquiring  the  help  of  four  patients  who  volunteered  to  assist  the 
nursing  staff  by  carrying  out  duties  in  the  sterilising  room,  and  so 
very  ably  assist  in  the  smooth  running  of  the  clinic.  The  Shipley 
branch  of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  has  continued  to  help  in  this 
manner,  and  the  Bingley  branch  have  provided  help  since  the  beginning 
of  the  year.  We  would  like  to  thanlc  all  these  volunteers  who  attend 
so  regiolarly,  and  without  v/hose  help  it  would  be  impossible  to  carry 
on  the  work  of  the  clinic  efficiently. 

Appreciation  and  thanks  must  also  be  expressed  to  Mr,  Holroyd 
our  Honorary  Treasurer  and  to  Mr,  Bedworth  our  Homorary  Auditor  for 
giving  their  time  again. 

We  were  fortunate  this  year  in  having  another  doctor  trained, 
so  that  it  has  been  possible  to  continue  at  every  session  to  have  two 
doctors  in  attendance.  We  should  like  to  welcome  Dr,  Joyce  to  the 
medical  team,  and  to  thank  Dr.  Buckle  and  Dr,  Ling  for  their  unfailing 
help. 


It  would  be  impossible  to  have  more  pleasant  or  adequate 
premises  than  those  provided  at  Somerset  House  by  the  Shipley  Plealth 
Committee,  and  we  do  thank  the  Committee,  and  in  particular  Dr,  Batterrby, 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  for  their  continued  interest  and  support.

HEALTH  VISITING 


Every  endeavo\ir  was  made  to  diminish  routine  work  of  Health 
Visitors  in  the  Clinics,  substituting  as  was  appropriate  either  Assistant 
Health  Visitors  or  clerical  staff.  The  Health  Visitor  is  thereby 
enabled  to  concentrate  on  group  teaching  in  the  Clinic  and  personal 
advice  in  the  home. 

Apart  from  the  Tuberulosis  Health  Visitor  and  Assistant 
Health  Visitors  who  undertake  Clinic  duties  at  Somerset  House  and 
Myrtle  Park  Clinics,  9 Health  Visitors  and  School  Nurses  wcrk  in  the 
Division,  4 of  whom  are  allotted  to  Shipley,  The  Health  Visitor  is  new 
the  General  Practitioner  for  Public  Health  in  her  area,  covering  every 
aspect  of  Public  Health  v/ork.  Highly  trained,  versatile,  she  has 
unlimited  scope  for  her  skill  and  zeal.  Health  Education,  Mothercraft 
and  Parentcraft  increasingly  figure  in  her  duties,  and  in  my  opinion 
more  general  use  of  her  specialised  knowledge  would  reduce  the 
multiplicity  of  Social  Workers  in  the  field.
